The ground, which bad hither- 
to exhibited some verdure, now became bare ; the 
sides of the mountains expanding themselves, assum- 
ed .t once an appearance of greater grandeur and 
sterility. Presently all vegetation ceased: even 
the very mosses disappeared. ‘The confused amph- 
itheatre of the mountains was tinged with a red and 
vivid colour. In this dreary region we kept as- 
cending for an hour, to gain an elevated hill which 
we saw before us ; after which we proceeded for 
another hour across a naked plain, bestrewed with 
loose stones. All at once, at the extremity of this 
plain, | perceived aline of Gothic walls, flanked 
with square towers, and the tops of a few buildings 
peeping above them. Atthe foot wall appeared a 
camp of Turkish horse, with all the accompani- 
ments of oriental pomp. El Gods! ‘* The Holy
